with the Army Engineers for water 
rights, for your city folkw, your 
industries, and your farmers. This 
arrangement has to be made in 
advance of final construction plans. 
Denison, Texas, failed to make such 


arrangement before the gov- 


ernment built the huge dam on Red 
river there, and now Denison can't 
get a bucket of water out of that 
reservoir for community needs. 


This is the true question before 


southwest Arkansas — not Dieiks' 
rhetorical question as to whether 
Millwood will be built. I think I am 
reporting the truth, the whole truth, 
and nothing but the truth, when I 
tell you Millwood will eventually be 
built. The controversy ended some

William H. Polk r.aid the infant 
was killed by a blow which frac- 
tured its skull. The baby also had 
been stabbed three times. A blood- 
stained bul cher knife was found 
near the cabinet.
